and as a preacher he was forcible 
and pathetic, but he could not 
always preach to the Indians he- 
cause he did not their 
language.

The success of Brainard among 
these red men of the forest was 
not attributed to his great preach- 
ing, but to his great prayers and 
weeping. He literally wept his 
way through the walls of their 
unbehet and heathenish customs 
and practices.
